"Standing with reluctant feet, 


Where the brook and river meet, 


Womanhood and childhood ileet." 
How beautifully has.Longfellow de- 


scribed girlhood in those simple lines. 
It is, indeed, the period -where the 
child merges into the woman. It is lilie 
a threshold upon 
which the maiden 


lingers with the sunny hours of child- 
hood, oil the one hand, while on the 
other, are the untried days of woman- 
hood. 


This, the transition period between 


the child and the woman, is the most 
important in life. 
It is the formative 


period; the time in which the girl, by 
the duties and pleasures in 
which 


she engages, and the ideas she imbibes, 
is moulding the character of the woman. 
Budding time girlhood IK aptly called, 
and like a bud which ofteu promises 
more than is ever fulfilled in the blos- 
som, BO girlhood miiy be the token of a 
more glorious womanhood than is ever 
realized. 
"Force the bud and blight 


the blossom" is a true saying, and is 
often the reason that the woman does 
not fulfill the promise of her girlhood. 
She was forced, made a woman before 
her time, and the bloom is gone ere the 
bvid is fully opened. Instead of advanc- 
ing and reaching a higher level, the 
woman often seems to stop at the plane 
attained 
by 
the 
girl. 
Her 
ideas, 


thoughts, and feelings are of no more 
exalted character than were those of her 
girlhood. She is simply a girl grown 
old; she has grown in years, but not in 
the sweet grace and noble qualities that 
make the woman. 


That reluctance at leaving childhood's 


joys, which Longfellow remarks, can 
scarcely be accepted as truth. Usually, 
girls are eager to cross the boundary. 
Impatiently 
"They wait for the time when dear hearts shall 


discover, 


While dear hands are laid on their head. 


The child is a woman, the book may close over 


i'or all the lessons are said." 


They have an ideal womanhood to 


which they look forward as the summit 
of bliss, and when this ia not realized, 
as it seldom is, they banish all romance 
and sentiment from their hearts, and 
become more creatures of circumstance. 


With their girlhood, wouien put aside 


the poetry of life, which for them soon 
becomes a mere routina of daily duties. 


Their petty cares engross their minds 


and seem to crush all life and hope from 
their hearts. 
Their burdens are borne 


because they cannot be escaped, but 
not -with that cheerful hope which 
comes from a noble heart. They lose 
the 
beauty 
of their girlhood, 
and 


that deeper beauty which shines forth 
from the soul of a noble woman does 
not take its placf.. The future, seen 
through 
the 
rose-colored glasses o! 


youth, looks so bright, and girls habit- 
ually live in such an ideal world, thai 
when they become women, ami the 
dreams of their girlhood are rudely dis- 
pelled, they cease to look forward and 
simply exist in tho present.

Superintendent of the 
Goose Lake 


canal scheme, by one of our most in- 
fluential business men recently, it was 
learned that soundings has baen made 
at different points on the lake, ascer- 
taining the depth that they might fignre 
on the effect of lowering tho lake a few 
feet, all of which seemed to come oat to 
the entire satisfaction of Mr. Johnson. 
Work will be laid ofl' into five sections 
of five miles each, iifty men ou each 
section, and when two hundred and 
fifty men are nt work we may expect to 
see the gravel flying in every direction. 
Wages to bo paid laborers on the canal 
will be two dollars per day and board.

The largest single sale 
has just been made to the Auacouda 
Silver and Gold Mining and Smelting 
Company of Bntte, M. T. 
The sale 


consisted of over 4,000 acres, for which 
was paid t. little over three dollars per 
acre, The purchase is in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of Aaaconda, where 
this company has erncted tho largest, 
smelting works in the country. The 
machinery, buildings, eto., have cost 
upward of $1,500,000, The business 
done by the company is in proportion 
to the size of its works. The company 
handles over 400 tons of ore daily, 
brought dowa from the company's mine 
at Butte. The total now owned by the 
company around Anaconda 'is a little 
OTer 10,000 acres. 


It is estimated that there hits been a 


decrease of about $10,500,000 in the 
public debt during the month of June.
